Sane of the concerns 
of last year's comcil and 
of this year's as toII, 
are: 

- the state of Teaching 
Assistantsliips at MHill: 

As new grad students you 
migjit not be aware (yet) of 
the glaring discrqancies 
in funding for TA'sliipB 
that has existed and still 
exists within certain 
departments. A TA'^p 
Oonnittee tos farmed in 
Novaiber 1986 to lock into 
tlie paxtolan and dissaninate 
information on the discrep- 
ancies between TA's across 
the university. At Mac- 
dcnald College TA' ships are 
being reviewed \jy the 
departments and the Dean of 
the Faculty of Agriculture 
has placed TA' ships further 
ip on his list of 
priorities for graduate 
students. 

- funding levels 

As old and new graduate 
studaits alike, you may be 
caugjit in the r^ of 
inadequate finding, or 
total lack of finding. It 
is the student's respaisi- 



to be absolutely 
of the anount of 
h^she is to 
receive and that he/she 
does indeed receive the 
anount premised. It is rwt 
cutrageous to state that 
promised si^part should be 
in v^riting in case any 
discrepancies arise, also, 
there ma/ be a possible 
problan with the average 
level of fundir^ at Mao- 
donald Coll^. This will 
be investigated. 

- time to canplete d^rees 

TOi may or may not be aware 
that there is a policy at 
MoGill University r^arding 
reducing time to ccnplete 
graduate d^rees. As v«ll, 
it ^bould be noted that 
nuch inpartance sans to be 
granted the anoint of 
time it takes a graduate 
student to ccnplete their 
research. In terms of agri- 
cultural graduate students, 
these time deadlines are 
unfair. Many of us depeni 
ipcn the climate ard 
adequate "field" seasons to 
ccnplete our research. With 
the shortened smmer hours 
in effect here at the 
university from June to 
August, staff are gone from 
the carpus by noon on 
Fridays and valuable time 
wasted as a direct result: 
lab technicians and siper- 
visors are gone for the 
vveekend and the library is 
closed. The sharta:>ed 
smmer library hours in 
terms of nigit time hours 
being non-existent are a 
severe detriment as our 
daylight hours are spent in 
the fields or labs. All 
these add ip to a r^seded 
additional time requiranent 
for ccnpletion of our 
degrees, yet to are told 
that Yje will be fixx^ned 
ipon as potential enployees 
and post graduates if to 
require additional time to 
ccnplete our research. 

- tuition fee increase 

The PGBS has discussed the 
graduate studait ' s stance 
regarding tuition fee 
increases. The overall 
opinion is one of graduate 
studaits si5porting a suf- 
ficient increase in tuition 
fees to help tiie university 
be able to better fund its 
departrmts research eff- 
orts, etc... 



Ifcat about the social 
aspect of beiog a graduate 
studait? 

Well in case you didn't 
knew, grad students aren't 
alloTOd to have a social 
life! Yfe have been trying 
to rid ourselves of that 
piece of hearsay, however 
most of you sean to believe 
it so it has been quite a 
battle to get sane and if 
not all of you, out social- 
izing! The PGSS hosts a 
mnber of events, sane of 
vhidi have even managed to 
entice the Animal Scien- 
tists ancng us to join in 
on. . .

ACTIVE RECYCLING CLUB

Are you concerned about 
the Ihvircnnent? Can you 
do something? Yfe say YES, 
you can. Did you know 
that of the five lindred 
kilos of garbage that each 
citizen generates each 
year, 3^ is paper and 
cardboard and 6^ is glass 
- two materials that could 
and should be recycled. 
The paxblem of TOste 
disposal is getting out of 
hand, landfills In the 
Montreal area will be full 
by the mid 1990*s if the 
current rate of disposal 
keeps i^. Making use of 
recyclables could greatly 
reduce the volune of 
garbage as >well as the 
amount of air and water 
pollution. Recycled peqper 
prodiActs produce 7^ less 
air pollution and 35p^ less 
mter pollution. By recyc- 
ling glass we reduce air 
pollution by 20^ and mine- 
ral residues ty 803^. 
Recycled poitxiucts require 
only 5Q^ of the energy and 
water that virgin products 
require. 

Another problem that could 
be alleviated by recycling 
is deforestation. In 
1963, 197 000 hectares 
were harvested in Qj&ec. 
Of those thousands of 
acres only 21,500 (11?0 
have been reforested. 
Unfortunately, in Qj&ec a 
mere one-fifth of the 
paper we use is recycled. 
Ihat means that we ytaste 
millions of tons of p^«r 
each year and each ton 
could have saved 17 trees. 
Now for some good nev>B. 
The staff and students of 
Macdonald College have 
doubled their contribution 



of pegper to be recycled 
and currently recycle 
about one to two metric 
tons a month. Go ahead 
and pat yourself on the 
back.

She >M[xild 
enpty the barrels period- 
ically, sort and store the 
paper in the garbage room 
intil a picki?) could be 
made by Recyclage Oford. 
In 1985 she formed the 
Active Recycling Qiib and 
things took off from 
there, life know have 17 
barrels and a great team 
of mentoers. In addition to 
recycling vhite and 
colored paper, ccnputer 
peper and ne^/spaper, to 
have started our monthly 
glass drives ^ch are 
extronely successful. Our 
new sorting and storage 
room is located inder the 
staircase as you exit the 
JB foyer. 

The Active Recycling Qiib 
has big goals for next 
year, life are aiming for an 
increased volune of paper 
and TOuld like to start 
recycling plastic. 
Information and tours will 
be given to schools that 
TOuld like to start up a 
recycling system. If you 
would like to help us to 
attain the goals you can 
do your part - be it big 
or anall. Every bit helps. 
Don't forget to keqp 
saving \sp your glass for 
the first big glass day.
